Carney Had the Best of the Battle at 
That Time. 


The Englishman Prolongs the Fight and At- 
tempts to Wear McAuliffe Out—The Pol- 
icy a Successful One—Four Hours and 
Forty-Five Minutes in the Ring—Changes 
in the Betting—How the Witnesses Assem- 
bled at the Fighting Ground — Boston 
Visibly Excited—Description of the Battle 
—Records of the Men in the Ring. 


By Telegraph to the Post~DIsPATcn. 

Boston, November 16.—Probably never be- 
fore has so much excitement among sporting 
men been witnessed as was witnessed yester- 
day and last night. The great battle for the 
light-weight championship of the world and 
$5,000 and the belt was on, and ‘‘fancy’’ was 
wildly endeavoring to get the tip as to the 
battle-ground. Great secresy was maintained 
by the managers, however, and it may be 
truly said that the man who made the ar- 
rangements for the battle can give cards and 
spades and a beating to any New Yorker in 
the matter of putting off a ‘‘scrap’’ in 
a quiet way. Although public interest in the 
battle was greater than in any other ever 
fought north of Mason and Dixon’s line, yet 
the ‘‘talent’’ was frozen out and only the se- 
lect few wealthy patrons of pugilism, who had 

PUT UP $250 

for the privilege, were enabled to witness the 
fight. There were, of course, afew ringers in 
the person of some newspaper men from the 
Boston and Providence daily papers. These 
latter, however, were pledged to secrecy as to 
the location of the fighting ground and as to 
the names of the individuals who were to 
be present. Therefore it is Only necessary to 
say thatthe ring was pitched under covera 
few miles outside this city, and that the 
wealthiest patrons of the ring in New York, 
Providence and Boston were present. 

Very early yesterday morning the intending 
spectators of the mill arrived in this city and 
at once went to quarters engaged for them at 
the Vendome, Brunswick and Oxford, and 
they remained in seclusion during the day 
untilthe tip was given to move. That was 
at s O clock, and exactly one hour later a coach 
containing four stylishly-dressed men left a 
saloon on Broad street, near High, and turn- 
ing down Atlantic avenue was soon lost in the 
the darkness to all except the solitary occu- 
pant of a following coupe. Fifteen minutes 
after 6a coach, also containing four stylishly 
dressed gentiemen, left the Oxford Hotel on 
the Back Bay, and at intervals of fifteen min- 
utes other coaches to the number of five left 
various points. These conveyances contained 
the legitimate visitors to the affair. They 
were well on their journey before the general 
run of sporting men heard the news, and there 
was 

A RUSH FOR HERDIOS 
and vehicles of all kinds. Soon Boston’s 
usually quiet streets were alive with flying 
steeds and rattling carriages, all containing 
sporting men and youths from Harvard, who 
desired to see the fight, but knew not how to 
reach it. Some went out the Brighton road to 
the Glen, others went to Walverton, some to 
Newton and still more to Waltham. It was 
argued that the battle must take place at 
some of these places, for it was said the man- 
agers had promised the city authorities that 
the fight would not take place in 
the city. The men had weighed 
in at noon at South Framingham 
in the presence of. the referee, Frank Steven- 
son ack Dempsey, Patsy Shepard, Jimmy 
Wakely andafew others. Both men scaied 
within the limit and went tosleep, prepared 
to meet again at8 o’clock in the ring. But 
they did not meet at that hour. Eight o’clock 
passed andthe mendid not appear and the 
crowd became anxious. It was said that 
M’AULIFFE DID NOT WANT TO FIGHT 

andthe delay was because of his actiens. 
Others said that his backers were waiting for 
the appearance of the police. me 
others said that the fact that even money 
—— had caused Carney to weaken and 
he sports were downcast. It seems that on 
Monday night the McAuliffe party turned out 
in force and put up their money at evens at a 
lively rate. They bet $170 in Sheppard’s 
saloon, and Steve McMaugh bet $600 even in 
one lump. Yesterday the betting was aleo 
brisk, and it is safe to say that at least $%,000 
was wagered in town. Tom Reilly of Provi- 
dence bet $300 against $360 on McAuliffe, and he 
was happy even if he did miss his way and the 


he men had left South Framingham at about 
7o’clock, and were soon at the rendezvous. 
Carney was accompanied by Patsey Sheppard 
and Nobby Clark. He was the picture of 
health and expressed himself as very confident 
and longing for a chance to get at McAuliffe. 
Mac expressed a similar desire and the pros- 
pects were that the battle would be a desper- 
ate one. 
THE BROOKLYN BOY 
was accompanied by Jack Dempsey and Con 
McAuliffe. Jack looked well and said he never 
felt better. Notwithstanding all this, however, 
subsequent events gave the people present the 
idea that another fizzie would result. In the 
meantime the barkeepers were busy, the 
sports finding that their feelings could only 
be kept within bounds by bumpers of cheeri 
liquids. As the hours passed and no verifi 
report of the battle reached the people in the 
city the excitement became intense. Crowds 
gathered at all the resorts, and as rumors 
dame in that McAulifie had won the betting 
changed and made Jack a favorite. At the 
fighting ground ail was different. The 
delay occasioned by the fighters had given 
the scouts time to get on to the location 
of the — j they flocked to the place in 
large numbers. Then the managers sought 
to shift the place and give the mob a throw- off 
and lively times ensued. Soon ments 
were made to have the battle ina at- 
tached to the Atlantic Hotel at Revere Beach, 
and from the first the battle was terrific.

Carney is the champion lizht- weight pugilist 
of England and McAuliffe is the champion of 
America in the same class. Both men were badly 

ished when the referee declared the fight a 
w, but were able to continue, and would 
have done so had not the excitement been too 
much forthe spectators and caused them to 
engage in a general row. The fight had 
been much talked of for several months 
and much bitterness has been displayed by the 
adherents of each man, and everything -was 
ready fora fine fight at the slightest provoca- 
tion. McAuliffe won the choice of corners, 
and the men appeared in ring costume. Both 
wore knee-breeches, stockings and low shoes. 
Skin tight gloves were then adjusted, Carney 
having the fingers cut offabovethe knuckles. 
The limit of weight was 133 pounds. Carney 
weighed just 128 pounds and McAuliffe 130%. 
Bets were made just before the battle com- 
menced of $500, to $450 in favor of Carney. 

In the first round McAuliffe planted a blow 
under Carney’s chin which sent the English- 
man to the floor. Up to the end of the ninth 
round the battle seemed to be going all in Me- 
Auliffe’sfavor. He fairly rained biows —— 
Carney’s eyes, jaws and ribs, and the Briton 
seemed to have become very angry, but re- 
covering himseif, used more cautious tactics. 
At this point odds of 2 to 1 were offered on Me- 
Auliffe, who had so far shown himself to bein 
as prime condition as his antagonist, notwith- 
standing his recent iliness. 

Oarney, becoming desperate when the 
twelfth round opened, made a savage rush at 
McAuliffe, who met it with a hard blow on the 
right eye and followed witha terrific right- 
hander onthe bridge of Carney's nose which 
split that organ open and caused the blood to 

y. Aclaim of first blood for McAuliffe was 
then allowed. The fighting after this was 
heavy und both men were badly punished, 

At theend of the twenty-fifth round Mo- 
Auliffe appeared somewhat winded, and Car- 
ney’s friends claimed the fight, which was not 
allowed. From the twenty-fifth tothe forty- 
second round Carney had something of the 
best of it. Inthe sixty-second round McAu- 
liffe’s left ear was cut open. The sixty-sixth 
round was marked by terrific exchanges of 
blows, and both men fought like demons. and 
stood the punishment like men of iron. In the 
sixty-ninth round Carney butted McAuliffe in 
the breast with his head and forced him to the 


oor. 
McAuliffe’s friends became greatly excited 
and repeatedly called foul, many of them 
pete poy | into the ring. Quiet was restored 
and the ight went on, but in the next round 
McAuliffe’s friends claimed that Carney had 
kicked his antagonist in the abdomen, and 
again claimed ‘‘foul.’’ Great excitement en- 
sued when the claim was not allowed, but the 
battle went on, with the same frightful slug- 
ging that had so far characterized most of the 
struggle. 

In the seventy-fourth and last round after 
some heavy exchanges, the men clinched, and 
both tell to the floor with Carney on top. “The 
friends of both parties rushed into the ring, 
ciaimiug the fl ht for either man, every y 
claiming ‘‘foul.’’ When the referee couid be 
heard he declared that as this was a fight toa 
finish and neither man had been knocked out, 
he could not do otherwise than postpone the. 
fight to some other time. 


WHAT THEY HAVE DONE, 


Records of Champion Jack McAuliffe and 
Champion Jem Carney. . 


The following are the careers and records of 
McAuliffe and Carney, who fought this morn- 
ing for the light-weight championship of the 
world. This title includes pugilists who fight 
under 140 pounds, excluding fsather-weights 
from 125 down. 


M’AULIFFE’S RECORD. 

Jack McAuliffe, who has been the acknowl- 
edged light-weight champion of America for 
two years, was born in Cork, Ireland, on 
March 24, 1856, and is now im his 82d year. 

At the beginning of his career in the fall of 
1884, he astonished pugilistic circles bf. his 
wonderful display of nerve and science. om 
the time he entered the amateur ranks until he 
decided to turn professional, he had won the 
amateur championship three times, and in all his 
contests showed the greatest superiority over 
his opponents. He displayed a generalship in 
ring affairs that won for bim the admiration of 
the oldest ring-goers. He had not been spar- 
— a — before Billy Madden, Ned Mallahan 
and other experts deciared that there was not 
a light-weight in the country, either amateur 
or r nae could defeat McAuliffe in a 
finish fight. His record is a grand one, and no 
pugilist that ever lived ever ned such a 
meritorious one in such a short time. It is as 
fallows:

Burraro, N. T., November 16.—At 10 o’ clock 
this morning fire broke out in the extensive 
brewing establishmentof the Ziegle Brewing 
Company, on Washington street.

The flames spread with 
great rapidity and soon the malt-houses, ice- 
houses and the elevator were entirely de- 
stroyed. The loss on the buildings is esti- 
mated at $100,000.

A Ship on Fire. 


Boston, Mass., November 16.—Fire was dis- 
covered early this morning in the after-hold 
of the steamer Venetian, loading at this port 
for Liverpool, to sail to-day. The fire is con- 


fined to the lower hoid, and the general cargo 
is being removed while that portion of the 
vessel where the fire started is being flooded 
with water. The loss will be heavy but cunnot 
be ascertained at present. While the firemen 
were fighting the fire in the hold, the smoke 
became so dense and the heatso great that a 
large number of firemen were overcome and 
rescued with difficulty. Asmany as twenty- 
five of them had to be carried to the open alr, 
where all were resousitated, and it is not be- 
lieved fatal results will ensue, although a 
number were incapacitated for further work. 
The Venetian is the same ship that arrived 
here November 10 with fire in the forward hold. 
The cargo was then thrown into the sea and 
the fire extinguished with steam.

SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS AGAINST JOSEPH 
W. BRANCH AS GUARDIAN. 


Suit Brought for a Balance of $26,000 
Owed to the amel Gaty Estate<The 
Debt Incurred While Mr. Branch was 
Guardian of the Late Mr. Gaty—Re- 
fuses to Talk About the Case—Admin- 
istvator M. D. Lewis’ Statement — The 
Fucts in the Case. 


Suit has been brought against Joseph W. 
Branch and his bondsmen, Ohas. F. Oho 
teau, and Geo. 8. Drake and R. J. Laekland, 
representing the Gerard B. Allen estate, for 
$26,000, alleged to be due the Samuel Gaty és 
tate from Mr. Branch as guardian of the late 
Samuel Gaty. 

This is the culminatign of difficulties be- 
tween Mr. Branch and the representatives of the 
Gaty estates concerning which there have been 
rumors reflecting on Mr. Branel’s manage- 
ment Of thé estate. 

In Deéember 1888, when thé late Samuel Gaty 
was adjudged to be unable to manage his 
business affair Jos. W. Branch was 
appointed his guardian and retained the 
Position until the death of Mr. Gaty last sum - 
mer. Then Martrom D. Lewis was, in June, 
appointed administrator of the estate, and in 
October Mr. Branch was walled upon to make 
final settlement, ln which it was found, itis 
claimed ,that his accounts with thé estate were 
short $37,452.76, which amount the Court 
ordered him to pay over to Mr. Lewis. 
Ot this sum F511, 62.76 have been 


pera, leaying a balance of $26,000 still due 
rom Mr. Branch. The unsettled matter has 
until to-day, when Hitchcock, 
Madill & Finkelnberg brought suit in the name 
of the State to the use of M. D. Lewis, Admin- 
istrator, against Mr. Branch. 

The petition filed in the sult after setting 
forth its nature states that 

JOSEPH W. BRANCH 
committed a breach of bond, in that during 
his term of said office he reéeived large sums 
of money belonging to the Gaty estate; that 
after all disbursements were daly credited to 
him there remained aa per final settlement 
on the lst of October, 1 in his hands, besides 
other assets the sum of $87,459.76, and the 
Probate Court ordered said Joseph W. Branch 
to pay that money over to the 
relator, M. D. Lewie, as adminis- 
trator, but Branch has failed, neglected 
and refused © par oer or account for said 
sum, except $11,452.76, which he paid on ac- 
count a few days since, leaving a balance of 
$26,000 still due and unpaid on the court’s 
judgment, and said branch still fails, 
neglects and refuser to pay or 
turn over, wherefore judgment is asked 
against the defendant for the sanity ot the 
bond and for execution for $26,000 with interest 
and judgment is asked likewise for costs. 
MR. MARTROM D. LEWIS 

was seen immediately after the filing of the 
suit and was asked for the basia of facts on 
which the suit was brought. 1 can only 
say,’’ said Mr. Lewis, ‘‘thatinthislam sim- 
ply acting as a representative of the estate, 
and the facts are stated in the petition. Wnen 
Mr. Branch made his settlement he was 
found to be indebted to the estate in a sum 
Over $37,000. He was ordered by the court to 
pay Over this money, but has not done 80. 
Last week he paid all over $26,000 and that sum 
remains unpaid. We have waited as long as 
wecan waitfor the money, and so the suit 
was filed. That is all there 5 to it. 

Mr. Joseph W. Branch was found in the of- 
fice of Supreme Treasurer of the Knights of 
Honor, and was asked what explanation he 
had to give as tothe sult,

In addition to this difficulty with the Gaty 
estate there is also a dispute between him and 
several representatives of the Joseph Gartside 
estate. r. J. A. Duffy, the real estate agent, 
whose wife is one of the heirs, said to-day that 
there was about 515, 000 which Mr. Branch owed 
that estate, and that the matter was in the 
hands of R. J. Delano and that suit would 
probably be brought. 

Mr. Branch is at the head of the Branch

The special committee, consisting of Revs. 
S. J. Niccolls, R. G. Brank and J. W. Lewis, 
appointed at the last meeting ot the Evan- 
gelical Alliance to apportion the districts for 
personal visitation to the respective churches, 
has completed its report, which is published 
fall below and from which it wiil 
be seen that a good deal of work is 
cut out for the various churches. This visita- 
tion is generally admitted to have 
originated with Dr. Niccolis, and grew 
out of 1 feeling that there 
isa large element in the city that has no 
church ‘connection, a state of affairs 
which preciudes the children from 
receiving religious instruction. That 
all this element is godless 


was not included in the admission, and there 
was a consensus of belief that a large part of 
this n element could be 
aroused, and got back into the churches if on- 
ly some systematic way ocvuld be devised. 

xperiences of individual pastors who had 
met people with church letters whicn had 
never been presented because the people 
knew not where to go, strengthened 
this belief, Last spring an outline of 
a plan of visitation by each church, to reach 
this large churchiess class, was brought before 
the Alliance by Dr. Niccolls. The summer 
vacation postponed action, but this fall the 
matter was taken —— energetically, and though 
the Alliance has held but two meetings since 
the vacation the plan is ready to go into oper - 
ation. 

THE SCHEME 

at present restricts the territory to be 
looked after to a region bounded by the 
Levee and Grand avenue on the east and west, 
and by Cass avenue and Market street on the 


north and south. This immense 
area is divided into fifty sub- 
divisions, each one of which will 
be assigned toachurch. The district or dis- 
tricts to be covered by each church is sent to 
the pastor. He will choose a 
person, who in many instances 
will be 4 lady, to visit each 
house in the district, and get all the data 


possible about the family’s church attendance 
and predilections. Then these ‘‘visitors’’ 
will report back to the committee mentioned 
above, who will in turn distribute the 
information to the pastor of the church in the 
ea localities who will seek out the parties. 

rom the plan it will be observed that each 
church is not assigned territory immediately 
around it; on the contrary, some are assigned 
districts at a considerable distance. 

The committee is sending to each pastor his 
list of districts, but it is not expected that the 
plan will be in full operation till after the next 
meeting of the Alliance, on the 2th, although 
each astor can begin the work right 
now. he work has been distributed so that 
the entire visitation can be completed within a 
month. The committee is sanguine of good 
results accruing. It is understood from the re- 
marks in the Alliance that people belonging 
to other than Protestant churches are not to 
be sought after, as the plan is not intended in 
any way to be ascheme for proselyting, the 
underlying thought being simply one of di- 
recting people to the church they prefer,jor of 
arousing a dormant religious feeling.

WHERE IS MR BRANDT? 


A WELL-KNOWN BUSINESS MAN OF SHEL- 
BINA, MO., DISAPPEARS, 


And an Impostor Named Henry Dieterich is 
Arrested in St. Louis for Personating 
Him—A Note Indorsed by Brandt, Sent to 
Shelbina for Collection, Causes Die- 
terich’s Arrest—A Mystery Which May 
Develop Into a Sensational Murder. 


The police are at work on a case which 
they think will develop into a murder, and 
they now have a man under arrest whom they 
will hold to await the result of their investi- 
gations. About a fortnight ago Nicholas 
Brandt, a well-to-do business man of Shel- 
bina, Shelby County, Mo., disappeared very 
mysteriously and in such a manner as to lead 
his friends to think that he had met with 
foul play. Nothing was heard from him 
until some days ago, when a 
letter was received by F. C. Nitsch, a business 
man of Shelbina, purporting to be from him. 
Inclosed in it was a note of Brandt’s for $150, 
and he requested Nitsch to cash it, as he 
needed the money. The letter instructed 
Nitsch to send the money to Brandt at No. 301 
South Third street. Friends of the missing 
man who were acquainted with his writing 
immediately pronounced the letter and the 
indorsement on the note as forgeries, and 


their suspicions were aroused. Nitsch 
did not cash the note, but 
wrote to Theodore Fehlig, the box, 


manufacturer of Twentieth and Wash streets, 
to call on the man and see H it was really 
Brandt. The latter was in the cooperage sup- 
ply business and was well known to Mr. 
Fehlig, who did considerable business with 
him. This morning Mr. Fehlig called at the 
number mentioned in the letter and was 
shown the alleged Brandt. The place is a 


saloon and boarding-house. No sooner did 
the box-manufactérer behold the man 
than he saw he was an impostor. 
There was not the slightest resemblance 
between him and the genuine Brandt. 
The latter was a man about 45 years of age, 
while the man who presented himself to Fehlig 
was only about 22 years old. However, the 
manufacturer, who had been informed that 
Brandt’s friends and relatives feared he had 
MET WITH FOUL PLAY, 

did not let the man know he was aware of the 
description. On the other hand, he pretended 
to fall right into the trap and commenced talk- 
ing business to the — 2 — Shelbina mer- 
chant. He had first told the saloon-keeper, 
however, to go out and hunt up a police 
officer, and it was to hold the 
fellow until an officer could arrive that Fehlig¢ 
kept up the conversation. The young man 
kept up his impersonation of Brandt all the 
while. Fehlig asked him why he had not 
sbipped him the hoop-poles he had ordered of 

im, and Brandt replied that the figures were 
tio low, and that there was no money inthem. 
The St. Louisian told him that whether he 
made money out of the order ornothe had a 
right to live upto his contract. And so the 
conversation went on until Officer Grass, who 
happened 1 was called into 
the saloon. Ie asked the man 
if his name was Brandt and received an 
answer in the affirmative. Feblig then polite- 
ly, but 27 informed him that he was 
lying. He told him that he had done busi- 
ness for a long time with Brandt and was well 
acquainted with him personally. Then 
the fellow weakened, admitted thathe was 
not Brundtand said his name was ene Die- 
terich. When asked about the note of Brandt 
he bad sent to Nitsch for collection, he 
claimed that it was given him by an 9 
of Rrandt. He did not know the 
man’s name except that he was called 
Fritz, and he sal the fellow had since 
gone to California. Brandt owed 
him, Dieterich, $24, and ‘‘Fritz’’ had given 
him the note in payment for this debt, inform- 
ing him thathe could getthe money from 
Brandt all right. Dieterich could not explain, 
however, how Fritz“ had become so gener- 
ousasto give hima note for $160 in payment 
for a bill of $24.

Unveiling ef the Statue of the Distinguished 
Kentuckian at Lexington.

SKETCH OF GEN. BRECKINRIDGD’S LIFE. 

Gen. John Cabell Breckinridge, son of Jo- 
seph Cabell Breckinridge, was born near Lex- 
Tao, ogee 21, 1821; graduated at Center 
College, Danville Ky. , and completed his law 
studies at Transylvania. He practiced at Lex- 
ington and Burlington, Io. He entered the 
Mexican war as Major of the Third Kentucky 
Regiment. He was elected tothe Legislature 
in 1849; to Congress in 1851 and 1853, from the 
Lexington District. He soon took rank as the 
most eloquent and popular orator of that body 
rising rapidly 1 eminence. In 1856 
he was elected Vice-President of the United 
States, on the ticket with James Buchanan; 


defeated for President in 1860: elected 
United States Senator in 1861, and 
resigned the sume ear to join 
his fortunes with the outhern cause. 


He distinguished himself as a soldier at 
Bowling Green, Shiloh, Vicksburg, Baton 

uge, Murfreesboro, Jackson, Chicka- 
maugua, Missionary Ridge, and on other 
battietields. At the close of the war he was 
Confederate States Secretary of War, and es- 
caped by way of Cuba and England to Canada, 
finally returning to Lexington and devoting 
himself to the construction of the Lexington & 
Big Sandy Railroad, of which he was Vice- 
President till his death, May 17, 1875.

THE COURSE OF STUDY. 

Mr. Hugo MvuENCH, one of the seven 
nominees of the so-called Republican 
Convention for School Director, presents 
in another column a defense of the past 
system of school management and a plea 
for its continuance. His statements are 
interesting, but by no means satisfactory 
answers to the complaints of the public, 
nor yet conclusive arguments in support 
of the position of himself and his col- 
leagues on that ticket. 

If, ashe contends, party nominations 
and the use of party machinery in school 
elections have given us a strictly non- 
partisan managementof the schools in the 
past and will continue to do so in the 
future, the question arises, why then 
should either Republicans or Democrats 
be called on to support party nominations 
or partisan tickets for School Directors? 

Mr. Mvencn’s figures show that we 
have 108,454 children of school age, but 
only 65,314 enrolled, and that while we 
have seating capacity for but 48,970, of 
these, the average daily attendance is 
much less, or only 38,405. Of the 70,000 
not enrolled, he says 20,658 attend private 
schools, and the residue of 50,000 is made 
“up of that vast proportion which leaves 
“the schools between the ages of 12 and 
"20 to seek life avocations.’’ 

Now, this ‘‘vast proportion,’’ this army 
of children who have to leave school be- 
fore completing half of the eight-year 
primary course, is the very issue which 
Mr. MUENCH fails to meet, The impres- 
sion prevails that a course of study over- 
loaded in the lower grades with extras“ 
and ‘‘fad’’ studies practically deprives 
them of thorough instruction in those es- 
sential primary studies which should be, 
for their sakes,com pleted in their first three 
or four school years. An impression pre- 
vails that the course of study advocated 
by Mr. MUENCH and his colleagues sends 
half of thechildren out of the schools 
and into life avocations with a useless 
smattering of many things, and very im- 
perfect instruction in essentials. The pre- 
tense of teaching them music, drawing, 
modeling in clay, German and a lot of 
other things teaches them really nothing 
about any of those things, and merely 
compels half of the children to leave 
school without the very training which 
is the primary object of public educa- 
tion. 

Any retrenchment of extras which may 
adapt the school work to the necessitiesand 
just claims of that vast proportion’’ of 
children who can stay but three or four 
years in the schools, is opposed by Mr. 
MvuENCH and his colleagues, because a 
Tick, a DIVOLL and a HaRRIS’’ were opposed 
to it, and because it would degrade our 
course of study below thatof sister cities.” 
Because the same wrong is done in sister 
cities in spite of similar complaints in be- 
half of multitudes of poor children, we 
must adhere to it here. That is Mr.

LAMAR AND SPARES. 


Those who failed to discover from Seo- 
retary LAMAR’S. angry letter to Land 
Commissioner Sparks what their differ- 
ence of opinion is, will find it powerfully 
and calmly stated in Sparks’ letter to 
the President.

It is not the wealth that is honestly accumu- 
lated that gives whatever real ground there is 
for discontent, but that which comes from dis- 
honesty. The immense fortunes that are

1870 the attendance at our public schools has 
more than doubied, while in the same period 
of time the city’s population has not increased 
more than one-third, 

Secondly, as to the 60,000 untutored young 
savages supposably roaming about the con- 
fines of our — J seeking admission to 
some public-schoo] bullding, the learned Pres!- 
dent of the non-pertisan meeting must have 
taken a recent committee report to the ‘‘Hen- 
Aricks Olub’’ as his ‘‘authentic’’ source of in- 
formation; at least, we have been unable to 
find any other person or body of men bold 
enough to confess to the avthorship of such a 


report. 

The whole absurd story is 8 exploded 
by a simple reférence to actual statistics, — 
at the Superintendent's office, and accessibie 
to any one seeking facts Instead of sensation. 
These statistics show that according to the 
latest schoo! census (1885) there are 108,454 per- 


sons in this city who are of ‘‘school age, 


to wit, between the ages of 6 and 20 years. 
This enumeration includes all persons ling 
within that limit ot age, whether they be 
scholars, apprentices, married women or 
what not. bP the total number, 20,568 are at- 
tending the various private schools and tinsti- 
tutions, 55,314 are enrolled in our pubilo 
schools, and the residue is made upof that 
vast proportion which leaves the schools 
between the ages of 12 and 20 to seek life- 
vocations. 

Of the 55,314 enrolled in our schools, only an 
average of 88,405 attend daily, and for these 
our schools have a seating capacity of 48,970, 
not including buildings now in course of 
Hence it must be that a well- 
known politician, who at the Court-house 
meeting angrily declared that he had ‘‘seen 
children of this city knocking at the doors of 
our public schools, vainly seeking admit- 
tance,’’ probably stumbled upon some 
‘*tardys’? whom the janitor had locked out 
1 m., pursuant to rules and regula- 

ons. 

It is true that the schools in the modern por- 
tion of the city have been proportionately 
more orowaed than those in the older pre- 
cincts, but a moment's reflection will convince 
any one of the difficulty of 1 moving 
about so * as an eighteen - room 
school building to accommodate the varying 
tide of our population, It is also true that 
only by the strictest economy in management 
of the Board’s finances, as now derived, oan 
the present expenses be met Admitting 
this, and admitting that no e ordinary 
outlays at this time would be warranted, the 
writer, in common with other members of the 
out-going Board, nevertheless bolds the opin- 
fon that the poorest way of present retrench- 
ment would be to economize upon the supply 
of brain food furnished to our children. 0 
can and should retrench in many things. We 
can and should improve the income- bearing 
capacity of our re estate, but the very last 
resort should be to degrade our course of 
study below that of sister cities, and below 
that established bya Tice, a Divoll anda 
Harris. 

If space permitted the writer would gladly 
have discussed other topics that bave been 
— * of controveisy in tne daily press 
such ag the unfortunate new High chool 
building, the reorganization of the pian of 
German instruction, adjustment of salaries, 
etc. ; but as upon these topics it is known he 
is at variance with the majority inthe pres- 
ent Board, heis content not to obtrude his 
views.

The Queen isthe aunt to the Duchess of 
Albany, being a sister of the Princess of Wal- 
deck and of the dowager Princess of Wiede. 

A COSTLY PAPAL JUBILEB GIFT. 

The Austrian Archdukes are sending the 
Pope a joint present on the occasion of his 
jubilee, consisting of an ancient casket filled 
with relics of the saints. It is a beautiful and 
costly piece of workmanship and is contained 
in a box of ruby plush on which isascroll of 
silver with the names of the thirty-two donors, 
surrounded by the collar of the Golden Fleece, 
worked in gold and richly jeweled, while 
above is the imperial crown.

Another instance of the abeyance of ‘‘law 
and order’’ in Ireland has occurred at the 
Drogheda quarter sessions. Mr. Kirby, the 
presiding Judge, was presented with a pair of 
white kid gloves, there being no prisoners for 
trial. I dare say I shall be told that Drogheda 
is not a fair sample of Ireland. Neither is 
Kirby. Iobserve, however, that whenever a 
crime is perpetrated in the latter county it is 
made a text for atirade against the demoral- 
ization of the whole island, and 1 don't see, 
therefore, why an exceptional state of 
things in one place should not have as 
much weight as an exceptional state of 
things in another.

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WHAT THE BANK DEPOSITORS MAY REAI- 
IZE ON THEIR CLAIMS, 


Receiver Stephens Says the Fifth National 
Claimants Will Not Receive Far — He 
Thinks Seventy-Five Cents on the Dol- 
lar a Fair Estimate—The Crecelius In- 
dictment Not Yet Beturned — Stormy 
Meeting of Depositors Yesterday. 


The news of the appointment of Lon V. 
Stephens to the receivership of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank was received with general ap- 
proval in financial circles yerterday. The first 
news of the appointment appeared in the Posrt- 
DISPATCH. Mr. Stephens himself did not learn 
it until the PostT-DISPATCH was on 
the street. Mr. Forman the Bank 
Examiner, had recommended the ap- 
pointment of his brother to the position 
and that recommendation was backed-up by 
the directors of the bank; but Mr. Forman 
was very well satisfied with Mr. Stephens’ ap« 
pointment. He had particularly desired the 
appointment of some non-resident, and the 
local bankers, who were not pleased with the 
Examiner’s recommendation, had opposed 
Mr. Forman. Mr. Stephens was recommended 
by several strong St. Louis banks, and all of 
them are satisfied with his appoiutment. 

Mr. Forman said this morning that he ex- 
pected the papers to arrive from Washington 
to-morrow. Mr. Stephens will qualify imme- 
diately and Mr. Forman will turn over the 
bank to him. Nothing is being done at the 
bank to-day pending the arrival of the papers 
from Washington. 

CRECELIUS, 
the bank Cashier, sat in Marshal Couzins’ of- 
fice this morning red-eyed and weary look- 
ing; his wild hair was standing in seven or 
eight different ways. He had spent the night 
at the Marsbal’s office, according to the depu- 
ties in charge, but there was a weil-defined 


suspicion that he had spent it at home. At all 
events he was safe in custody this morning. 
Perbaps the news that the Grand-jury had ar- 
rived at a conclusion regarding his

It is not believed thatany 
other indictments will be returned by the 
Grand-jury just now. It is expected Crecellius 
will volunteer to go before the jury and tell 
what he knows when the indictment against 
him has been returned. 

RECEIVER STEPHENS 

visited the bank this morning but did not stay 
there along time. Toa Post-DISPATOCH re- 
porter who met him on Third street he said: 
**T expect to take charge ofthe bank Friday 
morning. My bond and papers will probably 
arrive to-morrow morning. Iam ready to 
qualify on five minute’s notice. I will probably 
ym to-morrow evening and take hold Fri- 

ay. Ihave made only acursory examination of 
the bank’s affairs, butin my opinion it will 
take two or three years to wind them up. They 
are in a very bad state and there are some 
questions to be brought up which will have to 
be taken probably to the highest court in the 
land. There will probably be more for a 
lawyer than for a banker to attend 
to in the receivership. I have engaged an 
adviser, who will look after the bank’s legal 
affairs. He is Wm. 8.Williams of Boonville, a 
man thoroughly conversant with banking 
law and well-known throughout the State. 

Have you examined the bank's agsets?’’ 

*‘T have looked them over with Mr. For- 
man. There leu great deal there on which we 
can realize. I shall put the settlement 
through as quickly and as ecovomically as I 
can.

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ELECTION FRAUDS. 


TRIALS CONTINUED TO-DAY IN THE UNITED 
STATES DISTRICT COURT. 


The Case of J. W. Chamberlain Finished— 
A Motion for Continuance Filed by 
Fountain H. Ketchum Overruled—Pat- 
rick Golden Arraigned for Trial This 
Afternoon— Proceedings in Court. 


The evidence in the case of John W. Cham- 
berlain, an indicted Supervisor of Election on 
trial in the United States District Court, was 
concluded last evening and this morning the 
argument was begun by District-Attorney 
. P. Bashaw. Hi speech was 
short. He reviewed the testimony 
briefly. Chamberlain was charged with 
permitting a vote to be cast in the name of 
Edward Maher although he had a list of illegal 
registrations and knew of the decease of 
Maher. W. C. Marshall poke half an hour 
for the defense. He went into the details of 
the testimony. Special Counsel D. P. Dyer 
closed the argument at some length. 

t JUDGE THAYER 
then instructed the jury. After reviewing the 
law and the facts he said: The Cour in- 
structs you that If you find from the evidence 
that while the defendant was serving ay 
Supervisor of Election a person wiih the 
knowledge of the defendant repre- 
sented himseif to the Judges of Elec- 
tion to be Ed Maher, residing at 907 
Biddle street, and tendered a vote in that name 
for Representative in Congress from the 
Eighth Congressional District, which vote was 
accepted and placed in the ballot-box, and 
that the defendant intentionally omitted to 
challenge the vote and did not object to its 
acceptance by the Judges of Election, although 
he knew said Maher was dead, then he should 


be found guilty as charged in the indictment. 
This view was severely qualified by the Judge, 
who gave the jury to understand that the in- 
tent of Chamberlain to allow the vote of Maher 
must be made plain, and Chamberlain’s ab- 
sence at the time the vote was offered and re- 
ceived—if such absence was established—dis- 
proved the intent charged. 

The jury retired at 12:30 o’ clock to consider a 
verdict. 

CHAMBERLAIN NOT GUILTY. 

The jury in Ohamberlain’s case rendered a 
verdict of not guilty about 2:80 p. m. 

The Court called the case of Patrick Golden 
for trial. Golden was indicted with Ketchum 
and others for filling registration lists. He 
was tried at the last term under one indict- 
ment and acquitted on a technical point. The 
indictment which was called for trial 
to-day was for inducing one Prender- 
gast to secure registration for two 
D and Christian. A third 
ndictment eguinst bim obarges that de in- 
duced Prendergast to vote, Distrioet- Attorney 
Bashaw moved the consolidation of the two 
causes after a jury had been called, but J. H. 
Overall, Golden's 8 objected, and the 
court took a recess to give Judge Thayer an 
opportunity to consider the matter.

The Boston Aristocrats. 


When the Boston Club was in a very shaky 
condition financially a call was made upon 
the stockholders for funds, but it was not 
forthcoming.

further assessment. 

Rather than see the club go into bank- 
ruptcy Messrs. A. H. Soden, William H. 
Conant and James R. Billings, as soon as they 
got possession of the forfeited shares of stock, 
raised the necessary funds and placed the as- 
sociation on a firm business footing.

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ORMONDE’S RETIREMENT. 


Career ofthe Great English Horse andthe 
Stakes He Won. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The announcement by cable on Saturday 
that the Duke of Westminister had decided to 
retire Ormonde from the turf was not entirely 
unexpected. Late in the autumn of 1886 and 
during the following winter the colt’s wind 
thickéned, and while he did not become a 
‘*roarer’’ in the broadest meaning of the term 
there was a certainty that he could not be 


trained and raced to win such events as the 
Ascot, Goodwood, Doncaster or Jockey Club 
cups. In the spring electricity was used 
to some advantage and such tempo- 
rary relief obtained that enabled Porter 
to train Ormonde for several races, 
since which the throat trouble has increased, 
and at one time it was suggested that Ormonde 
would be sent to the Cape of Good Hope for 
the benefit of the air there, which is said to 
have worked a cure of horses troubled with 
**roaring.’’ Of course, with Ormonde retired 
to the stud, the old controversy as to whether 
the trouble is likely to prove hereditary will 
be reopened. It is to be expected thatthe 
Duke of Westminster will put a high price 
upon Ormonde’s services, for his perform- 
ances and unbeaten record prove that he was 
a great horse, especially his winning of the 
Hardwicke stakes at Ascot in June, when he 
beat Minting, Bendigo and Phil—a per- 
formance so great that some of the English 
writers argue that with Bendigo running 
second for the Cambridgeshire at 1389 pounds 
Ormonde would bave won easily carrying 146 
pounds. The highest weight ever carried by a 
winner of the Cambridgeshire is 127 pounds 
by the 4-year-old filly Florence, in 1884, and 
126 pounds by Foxhall in 1881, Ormonde is 
considered by many to have been the best 
horse ever trained in England, which is a con- 
clusion that others will disagree with, 
especially now that he has been retired. He 
was trained by one of the best trainersin En- 
gland and ridden by the best jockeys obtain- 
able. For the information of many interested 
his career on the turf is as follows, with name 
of rider and value of stake:

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A FATAL BITE. 


THE HORRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF CHARLES 
CANAVAN, A HYDROPHOBIA VICTIM. 


Bitten While dnterfering Between Two 
Fighting Dogs—Unsuccessful Attempt to 
Heal the Wounnd—First Symptoms of the 
Dread Disease—Poor Little Davie Taken 
to the Hospital—A Night of Agony—The 
Patient’s Humility—Death Welcome, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPrpaTcu. 

New York, November 16.—4 little dark-eyed 
man with black curly hairand alimp came to 
the out-of-door depot of the Chambers Street 
Hospital on the afternoon of October 8. He 
seemed a jolly little chap, and was as bashful 
as Tiny Tim.“ With many a Dlush and apol- 
ogy he asked if a wound upon the little finger 
of his right hand could be dressed. He had 
foolishly interfered between a bulldog and a 
Newfoundland who were engaged in a neigh- 
borly quarrel, he remarked laughingly, and 
one or the other, he could not tell which, had 
laid open his finger from end to end. 

Jam always making trouble, he said to 
House-Surgeon Wedekind, who cauterized the 
wound with nitrate of silver and bound it up 
with bi-chloride of something soothing. He 
said his name was Charles Canavan, his age 27 
and his occupation that of aporterin the 
Washington Market. He had neither kin nor 
kith, neither wife nor kid. It has since tran- 
spired that he has long bore the nickname of 
‘*Davie’’ in the market, where he was a great 
favorite among therough, but kind-hearted 
marketmen. Neither Davie nor the doctor 
was apprehensive of a serious eutcome of the 
dog bite. But the wound refused to heal. All 
through October Davie carried his finger ina 
sling, and sometimes expressed annoyance 
at the circumstance, Saturday night in a 
saloon near his boarding-house at No. 270 
Gwynne street, he was thrown into a strange 
paroxysm by a glass of beer. When Allen 
Kent, Canavan’s room-mate, started to work 
Monday morning, he asked a little woman liv- 
ing on the floor below if she would kindly have 
an eye on Davie, who was alling. She said 
she would, and going inthe course of the 
morning to fulfill her promise, she found him 
sitting on the side of his bed, and barking and 
expectorating in that strange manner. Oys- 
terman John Rogers found Davie standing on 
the curb at Greenwhich and Murray streets 
shortly after noan. 

HR APPEARED TO BE DAZED 
and did not know his friend, but constantly 
brushed away afrothy saliva from his lips. 
Calling afriend, Rogers helped to lead the 
cripple to the Chambers Street Hospital. Dr. 
Wedekind found him suffering chiefly from a 
difficulty in breathing. He went over the chest 
carefully and discovered symptoms of valvu- 
lar heart trouble. This would be sufficient to 
account for the difficulty in respiration, and in 
the belief that it was the cause, Davie 
was put to bed in the reception ward. 


He had said nothin about a dog- 
bite, and no one had thought of hydro- 

phobia in connection with his case. The 
surgeon ordered a sti. saulant and some medi- 

cine and went in to giveit in person, but when. 
the sick man tried to take ithe was seized with 
aspasmin the larynx and declared he could 

not swallow it. Dr. Wedekind examined his 
throat, for a diseased growth but found it 
normal. 

It is surely hydrophobla,“ said Dr. Wede - 
kind, and immediately put the patient under 
the treatment —— by Dr. Watson, 
namely curare, the deadly poison used by the 
South American Indians to tip th — 41 
and hyoscyamine, a hypnotic drog. ese 
quieted him in a measure, and for four hours 
the spasms were neither frequent nor violent. 
At length Dr. Wedekind. told the sufferer that 
he was going to remove him to his own room, 
where he would be more quiet and retired. 

Oh, don’t do that, he gaid. He seemed 
to be divided between the @read of being dis- 
turbed or the fear of giving trouble. The lat- 
ter feeling moved him strongly. 

Jam sorry to make so much “trouble, but I 
really can not help n,“ be said many times, 
with patbetic humility. But when the change 
had been made he expressed his satisfaction. 

„Well, that’s the first time I was ever a 
dude, he said, with some return to his earlier 
facetiousness. At length a realization of his 
case came to him. It was in one of the inter- 
vals of his frenzy, when he sat cold and 
clammy, waiting for his next strangulation. 

HORRIBLE AGONY. 

Send for a priest, he said. A father came 
and gave him absolution. And then he set 
himself to die. But death came hard. y 10 
he was delirious. He had haliucinations of a 
fight with some one named Jim, ‘‘Don’t 
strike me, Jim: dont,’” he would cry, and 
this was the dream that stayed with him 
through the night. All night long the doc- 
tors labored to soften the dreadful anguish. 
Morphine, hyoscyamine, whisky and the 
deadly curare were poured vainly into his 
veins. Drugs enough to kill a dozen healthy 
men bad no effect except in one interval, from 
1 to 3:30. After this be was more violent than 
ever and his rational moments were very few. 
He realized that death was inevitable, and 
complained that it came so 9 

What an awful death!“ Why do I not 
n Three o'clock and not dead 

e 90 

Such was the burden of his talk in his lucid 
moments. Tolook upon him during a par- 
oxyism was lixe watching the strangling of a 
man without a black capon. At 4o’clock Dr, 
Wedekind worn out, went off watch, and Dr. 
Kimball took his place. Davie was having a 
terrible time with that man Jim, who per- 
sisted in pummeling him despite his prayers 
for mercy. 

‘*Don’t leave me alone,“ he pleaded when 
not in the land of dreams. That seemed to be 
his greatest fear. A 6 o’clock Dr. Kimball 
noticed a sudden failure of strength and 
in sheer pity told him that death was at hand. 
**I know it,’’ he said, and his face lighted up. 
„I know it; thanks be „ It was the 
first time he had spoken the name of the 
deity. Nota single profane expression had 

assed his lips. At 6:30the struggle was over. 

ith a sigh, the wornout body. straightened 
out and the hideous face relaxed and poor lit- 
tie Davie was at rest. No food had past his 
lips since he first refused to swallow the medi- 
cine. He had asked for no water, and the at- 
temptto strengthen distressed him so that it 
was not repeated. Friends from the market
